Blame Soviets

Although the Viet Cong have 
shelled a number of South Viet­ 
namese cities since the bombing 
halt went into effect, one of 
Johnson’s chief war policy ad­ 
visers, Walt W. Rostow, on Sun­ 
day, minimized these because 
they have been far smaller than 
previous shelling of Saigon.

MEMPHIS, Tenn. (AP) — A 
switch in lawyers just two days 
before James Earl Ray was to 
stand trial on changes of mur­ 
dering Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr., raised doubts as to whether 
the trial will be held this year. 
Ray took action Sunday to 
drop Arthur J. H^oes, a former 
Birmingham, Ala., mayor, as 
his lawyer and retain famed de­ 
fense attorney Percy Foreman 
of Texas. 
Foreman, whose clients have 
included Jack Ruby and heiress 
Candace Mossier, said he would 
go before Criminal Court Judge 
W. Preston Battle at 9:30 a.m. I 
Tuesday—the time Ray’s trial is j 
scheduled to begin—and request 
a continuance. 
When told earlier Sunday of 1 
rumors of the impending switch, 
Battle said he would grant a de­ 
lay “if Ray retains Foreman 
and if he asks” for a postpone­ 
ment. 
It was believed that Foreman 
would ask for at least 30 days to 
give him time to become famil­ 
iar with the case. Hanes, who 
said the change came as a sur­ 
prise to him, said he would not 
object to the motion. 
Since the trial is expected to 
last at least four weeks, a post­ 
ponement of 30 days would push 
the start of trial close to the 
Christmas 
holidays—with 
the 
likely result that Battle would 
re'Ct it for early next year. 
Ray, charged with first-de­ 
gree murder, is accused of the 
snii>er slaying of King on April 
4 while King was in Memphis 
to support the city’s striking 
garbage collectors. 
The surprise switch by Ray 
was announced in a late night 
news conference called by Sher­ 
iff William N. Morris Jr. The 
sheriff said Foreman and two of 
Ray’s brothers, John and Jerry 
Ray. had come to the jail ear­ 
lier Sunday to see Ray. 
“During the course of this vis­ 
it, certain decisions were made 
and a letter was written to Mr. 
Arthur Hanes Sr., attorney, and 
signed by James Earl Ray,” 
Morris said. 
“This letter was presented to 
me for reading by Mr. Foreman 


and it declared an intent by 
James Earl Ray to dispense 
with the legal services of Mr. 
Hanes and his son and o f an in­ 
tention to obtain new counsel 
and a Tennessee lawyer.”

had any association with Sirhan 
B. Sirhan, the Jordanian immi­ 
grant who goes on trial in Los 
Angeles Dec. 9 on charges of as­ 
sassinating Sen. Robert F. Ken­ 
nedy. 
Stand On Israel 
No motive for the alleged plot 
had been revealed but Nixon, 
like Kennedy, has said the Unit­ 
ed States is committed to main­ 
tain Israel’s military superiority 
over its Arab foes. 
Nixon was m Key Biscayne, 
Fla. He was scheduled to return 
to New York, where he has an 
apartment, Monday night. 
A Nixon aide, informed of the 
arrests, said Nixon “has no con­ 
cern over it.” He added, “Any 
idea of a major plot is overex­ 
aggerated.” 
The Namers reportedly took 
several trips to the West Coast 
and other parts of the country. 
Police sources said the men 
gave no satisfactory explanation 
on how they could afford to 
travel so much on their modest 
salaries. All three worked as 
shipping clerks. 
In Washington, however, the 
Secret Service said any attempt 
to link the alleged plot with the 
Kennedy

was 
“pure speculation at the mo­ 
ment.” 
“Fabrication” 
Mohsin Alaini, Yemen’s am­ 
bassador to the United Nations, 
said Sunday night his consulate 
had no record of the three men.

“What I think is maybe some­ 
one who has differences with 
these people did call and accuse 
them of something. The other 
thing is that in Yemen everyone 
has arms.

There have never been as many bankers at 
ra meeting on Upper Peninsula tourism as at- 
* tended the conference at Marquette in the week­ 
end sponsored by the Michigan Wisconsin Ex- 
• ecutive Committee of the Upper Midwest Re­ 
search and Development Council. 
The meeting, one of a series designed to get 
action on the Council’s economic studies of the 
Upper Midwest, examined the needs of tourism 
development for financing. 
Hugh Galusha. Jr., president of the Federal 
‘Reserve Bank of Minneapolis, sparked the con­ 
ference. As a banker he cautioned against ex­ 
pecting too much in the U. P. from tourism — 
or from any service industry for that matter — 
because most communities need more than such 
Irade for economic stability. 
♦ 
* 
* 
He and the other speakers on the confer­ 
ence’s excellent program stressed the new di­ 
mensions of the recreation business. The public 
has more leisure and more money and it is more 
demanding in its spending for recreation. Tile 
town whose chief entry in the tourism competi­ 
tion is a “mom and pop” motel isn’t well set up 
for the future, nor even for today. 
Such a suggestion brought an immediate 
flashback of criticism from the U. P., which is 
pretty mom and pop in its recreational facilities. 
Galusha said there would always be trade for the 
well managed little business, but that the trend 
is toward bigness. Tile time when a carpenter 
could get into the motel business with just his 
building tools and some materials is gone. (Best 
bet for modest financial start in this recreation 
business today is a private campground.) 
★

* 
A large motel or motor inn today costs more 
than a million dollars. Marquette’s Holiday Inn 
where the conference was held cost $2 million. 
A local bank’s loan limit prevents it from financ­ 
ing such a project itself and increasingly com­ 
monplace method is to share the financing be­ 
tween the owner's equity, a bank or banks, a 
building and loan association and sometimes an 
insurance company. 
Rhode Island’s success In encouraging recre­ 
ational development was told by its director. 
Adolph Schmidt, and consisted importantly of 
large franchise inns. The state guarantees the 
loan and this practice has been so successful in 
stimulating recreational construction that the $5 
million state guaranty authority has been ex­ 
hausted and $20 million more is sought.

Here and everywhere the view has changed. 
The hope for creation of recreational complexes 
by the individual venturing of a group of small 
enterprisers is dvihg and being replaced by large 
ventures with dining facilities, swimming pools, 
etc. Until now such big investments have been 
viewed as beyond Upper Peninsula limits, but 
this is no longer so, the conference revealed. If 
there is a demonstrably sound project, it is bank­ 
able. 
The conference did not dip its beak deeply 
Into the elements that will make the million dol­ 
lar loan on the big motor inn sound, but it was 
reminded that occupancy is the key to inn keep­ 
ing success. The U. P. cannot support a big motor 
inn on summer tourist business. There must be 
development of recreational activities and fa­ 
cilities which provide business for the inn. 
This lags in the U. P.. which lacks even that 
most basic element of a tourist area — an ade­ 
quate highway system.

We’ve had miracle drugs for decades, but 
flu has a longer record as something of a miracle 
disease. You just can’t keep it down. As soon 
as a vaccine is developed for one strain, new* var­ 
ieties immune to existing treatment pop up and 
the search for a defense starts all over again.

Hu is one of the myriad viruses about which 
there is some debate in scientific circles. Are 
they “live” in the commonly accepted sense or 
merely active chemical structures? Live or not, 
they are certainly capable of causing havoc, as 
millions of sufferers annually can testify. 
The latest strain surfaced during the sum­ 
mer in Hong Kong, hence its name and spread 
to Japan, Formosa and other Asian points. It ap­ 
parently hitchhiked across the Pacific with re­ 
turning servicemen.

For most of us. flu is a nuisance — a few 
days of running nose, watering eyes and aches 
all over. In short, the general miseries. But it 
can be deadly, weakening resistance to other dis­ 
eases and posing the greatest threat to some 
highly susceptible people such as victims of lung 
ailments a n d pregnant women. In 1957, flu 
claimed some 19,000 American lives. In the worst 
epidemic on record, following World War I, an 
estimated 20 million died throughout the world. 
Researchers are already at work on a new' 
vaccine specifically designed for the Kong Kong 
virus. But it will be several months before it 
can be developed and distributed to doctors and 
clinics. By then, the invader is likely to have 
made inroads in school, 
and office attend­ 
ance. 
Which means that not much is to be gained 
by rushing out for a shot now. That may be 
some consolation for those among us who detest 
the needle almost more than the disease, but not 
veddy mush.

I was a crewman on the air­

In the midst of 
the war with Japan we were 
granted leave in the U.S. while 
the Enterprise was being re­ 
paired. The entire crew was 
authorized to "wear a decoration

the 
“Presidential Unit 
Citation” ribbon. Many men on 
that ship had been awarded the 
Navy Cross. When 
a 
liberty 
party stepped ashore the only 
ribbons worn were the Ameri­ 
can Theater ribbons which had 
very little significance. 
Later I was assigned to the 
Navy’s 
Electrical 
School 
in 
Washington, D. C. One Satur­ 
day we were informed that any 
man who came to inspection 
without his ribbons would have 
his liberty held up. I had to slip 
into town and buy six ribbons. 
I also tucked a razor blade in 
my pocket so I could remove 
the ribbons as soon as the in­ 
spection officer passed. 
I was not alone. Of the 800 
men in the school there were 
at least 
200 concealed razor 
blades. When the parade was 
dismissed there were precious 
few' ribbons showing. 
At the end of World War II 
my wife complained because I 
refused to have a picture taken 
with my ribbons and medals.

Tourism is a very large in­ 
dustry that holds great promise 
for many areas in the Upper 
Midwest, but it must be re­ 
garded strictly as a business 
proposition and not as a re­ 
tirement operation. 
Those words of caution were 
sounded by Hugh D. Galusha, 
Jr., president of the Federal Re­ 
serve Bank of Minneapolis, in 
opening a two-day conference 
in Marquette Thursday night 
on developing and financing 
private outdoor recreation. 
Th® conference in the Holiday 
Inn,was sponsered by the Mich- 
igan-Wisconsin Executive Com­ 
mittee of the Upper Midwest 
Research 
and 
Development 
Council. 
Ernest Ronn, Negaunee, chair­ 
man of the council’s Michigan- 
Wisconsin Executive Committee, 
presided at the dinner meeting. 
In appraisal of the tourist in- 
du*try, Galusha said that his­ 
torically it has been “a mom 
and pop industry.” Instead, he 
said, it should be regarded as 
a business in which operators 
are interested in making a pro­ 
fit on an investment — and not 
as a way of life in which the 
operator can take advantage of 
skiing, fishing, hunting or what­ 
ever other pastimes his opera­ 
tion offers to the public. 
"It’s becoming a big industry, 
but it isn’t there yet,” Galusha

said. “It takes major capital and 
managerial skill. 
"What the industry needs is 
capital — and where is this cap­ 
ital going to come from? Credit 
sources are not available in 
many tourist areas. They’re oft­ 
en isolated. 
"I would hate to see a govern­ 
ment program that would pro­ 
vide credit for this industry 
from the public sector.” 
Galusha said the evidence for 
high economic growth priority 
in the outdoor recreation field 
"is not overpowering” except 
in the arca of balance of pay­ 
ments. The deficit in the bal­ 
ance caused by tourism amounts 
to $4 or $5 billion, he said, and 
"this will result in federal at­ 
tention to encouraging growth 
of the industry” domestically. 
Warns On Hopes 
The speaker 
warned 
that 
there are some dangers in ex­ 
pecting too much from this in­ 
dustry. Service industries gener­ 
ally do not produce the kinds of 
economic bulges that other in­ 
dustries do, he said, pointing out 
that the salary of a waitress 
does not compare with that of 
a computer operator. 
‘‘Seasonal 
patterns 
in 
the 
tourist industry tend to accent­ 
uate swings in employment,” 
he said, "and tourist dollars 
don’t turn over as fast as other 
dollars.” 
On the plus side, Galusha 
saw rapid growth in private 
camping facilities. He also not­ 
ed the tensions in big cities that 
spring from a lack of green 
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areas and lack of means of 
escaping from cities. 
"This,” he said, "is a cornpel- 
ing reason why this industry 
will get federal attention.” But, 
he added, this doesn’t mean the 
federal government alone will 
be involved. “There are state 
and community programs — es­ 
pecially programs 
undertaken 
by groups of communities — 
that are first rate,” Galusha 
said. 
"My guess Is that we’re going 
to get more public space — 
local golf space, towers for pub­ 
lic viewing, watercourses, etc. 
—through Comunity efforts. I 
think we’re also going to see 
more community 
policing 
of 
recreation facilities. The pub­ 
lic has a very big stake in this 
industry.”

Home Shattered 
By Explosion 


MANKATO. Minn. (AP) — In­ 
vestigators sought today to de­ 
termine the cause of an explo­ 
sion which shattered a two-story 
home, set two adjacent dwell­ 
ings afire and sent eight persons 
to hospitals. 
No one was injured seriously. 
Two of those taken to hospitals 
had to remain. 
The force of the explosion ear­ 
ly Sunday broke windows as far 
away as downtown Mankato, 
about eight blocks from the 
scene. 
Les Manecke, 57, owner of a 
drug store four blocks away, 
was stricken fatally while ex­ 
amining window damage at his 
store following the explosion. 
Authorities said a heart attack 
caused the druggist’s death. 
The dwelling where the explo­ 
sion occurred was that of the 
Julius Petersons, who were out 
of the city. The house was de­ 
molished. with only the chimney 
left standing.

Veterans Day Marks 
End Of World War I 


Silence fell over No Man’s 
Land in Europe at ll a.m. on 
Nov. ll, 1918. It was the end of 
World War I. The date and 
time marked the moment for 
an annual observance by the 
United States. “Armistice D a y ,” 
it was then called. This year 
we observe the 50th anniver­ 
sary of that year, day and hour. 
For eight years the people of 
the nation paused at that hour 
on Nov. ll to pay homage to 
the 
million men who repre­ 
sented the United States in this 
great conflict. There had been 
126.000 men who died. They 
were remembered in services at 
Arlington National 
Cemetery, 
beginning on Nov. ll, 1921. Five 
years later, in 1926, Armistice I 
Day was made the official name 
for the observance. It was 12 
years later, in 1938, that a con­ 
gressional resolution proclaim­ 
ed the date a legal public holi­ 
day. 
O ur Allies in World War I 
had also acknowledged the date 
as the time for a national ob­ 
servance. In 1920, France and 
England chose November ll — 
already universally known as 
Armistice Day, as the time for 
burial of an unknown soldier 
in their nation’s cemeteries. Be­ 
neath the Arch of Triumph in 
Paris and in W estminster Ab­ 
bey in London the remains of 
these unknown soldiers were 
interred. 
On November ll, 1921, Ameri­ 


ca followed by erecting a tomb I 
in Arlington National Cemetery 
and burying the remains of an 
American soldier whose name 
was “known but to God.” The 
site 
overlooks 
the 
Potomac 
River and the Nation's Capital. I 
Within a sacophagus of pure 
white m arble rests the remains 
of a combat victim of World 
War I. On either side lie the 
unknown servicemen of World 
War II and Korea. 
In 1939, just one year after , 
Armistice Day had been offi- 1 
dally proclaimed a legal holi­ 
day, the hopes of man were 
shattered when World War II 
began. 
The 
term 
“Armistice 
Day” continued in official usage 
even though the peace had been 
broken. On June I, 1954, Con­ 
gress acted on a proposal made 
by 
Representative Edwin 
K. 
Rees of Kansas to change the 
name to Veterans Day. This was 
accomplished by changing one 
word in the 1926 resolution. 
j 
Congress thus proclaimed that 
the special honor reserved for 
those 
gallant men who 
had 
served to protect man’s free- 
! dom would be extended to men 1 
i who had taken part in any war 
since Am erica’s freedom was 
proclaimed in 1776. Since th e ; 
beginning of hostilities in South 
Vietnam and American efforts 
to protect the freedom of that 
country, those men now serv­ 
ing on active duty are also re­ 
membered in the observance.

This in­ 
cludes the 4,000 who died dur­ 
ing the American Revolution I 
and the more than 25,000 who 
have been killed in Viet Nam. 
In proclaiming Veterans Day 
1968. 
President 
Lyndon 
B. 
Johnson paid special homage 
to American servicemen fight­ 
ing in Vietnam. “Never have 
men fought more gallantly for 
such a just cause.” He asked 
that all citizens “of every age 
take part in these observances 
which honor those whose un­ 
qualified loyalty and patriotism 
have preserved our freedom.” 
Those honored by federal, 
state and local governments as 
well as civic organizations num ­ 
ber about 39 million of whom 
more than 26 million are still 
alive. Living veterans and their 
families plus the living depen­ 
dents of deceased veterans com­ 
prise about one-half of Ameri­ 
ca’s total population. 
In the Nation’s Capital, the 
Veterans Day Observance cen­ 
ters around Arlington Mem­ 
orial Amphitheater, built near 
the 
Tomb 
of 
the 
Unknown 
Soldiers. The site, established in 
1864 and now operated by the 
Department 
of 
Defense, 
lies 
on property that once belonged 
to General Robert E. Lee. The 
late President John F. Kennedy 
and his brother Senator Robert 
Kennedy, are among the more 
than 145,000 buried there. 
At ll a m. on each November 
ll, a 
combined 
color guard 
representing 
all 
the 
m ilitary 
services, presents arms at the 
Tomb of the Unknown Soldiers. 
The Nation’s tribute to its w ar 
dead is symbolized by the laying 
of a Presidential wreath. Presi­ 
dent John F. Kennedy placed 
the wreath at the foot of the 
Tomb in 1961 and again in 1963. 
Vice President Humphrey laid 
the wreath in 1965. At other 
times it is placed on the Tomb 
by a high-ranking m ilitary of­ 
ficer 
or 
government 
official 
representing the President. 
The rem ainder of the cere­ 
mony take’ place at the Am­ 
phitheater where a brief speech 
is given by a government of­ 
ficial. Flaming torches are car­ 
ried down the aisle by m ilitary 
representatives of embassies of 
| foreign countries who were Al­ 
lies in previous conflicts. These 
are presented to representa­ 
tives of American veterans or­ 
ganizations as a symbol of the 
unity of veterans who fought 
the free world's battles to pre­ 
serve freedom. 
Veterans Day ceremonies at 
Arlington and elsewhere in the 
nation are coordinated by the 
Veterans Day National Commit­ 
tee. William J. Driver, Adminis­ 
trator of Veterans Affairs, is the 
Chairman. The group has an 
executive committee which in- 1 
eludes representatives of 9 na­ 
tional veterans organizations. 
A Veterans Day Chairman for 
each state 
is appointed 
and 
works in cooperation with the 
National Committee to assure a 
nationwide celebration of this 
Public Holiday.
